CHICAGO, June 19.—The first un* 
controllable 
demonstration 
of 
the 
convention today came when Gover* 
nor Hadley of Missouri arose to reply 
to the statement of Watson of Indiana, 
that Hadley was willing to let 
the 
credentials committee pass tbs final 
word on the contests. 
After five minutes of wild cheering 
Chauncey Depew remarked to Dele* 
gate Barry: “It looks like they might 
try to stampede the convention for 
Hadley." The word was passed along. 
The New Yorkers leaped upon their 
chairs and joined in the cheering. The 
Indianans and other 
delegatee 
fol­ 
lowed. A delegate leaped to the plat­ 
form and called for "Three 
cheers 
for Hadley, the next president of the 
United States." The New Jerseyites, 
bearing standards, started to parade. 
A woman In the gallery unfurted a 
picture of Roosevelt. The crowd again 
went wild. At the end of 41 mlnutee 
the delegatee resumed their seats and 
Hadley began to speak. 
A fight started when a New Ramp* 
ah I re delegate attempted 
to 
enatch 
the New Hampshire standard. The po­ 
lice interfered. At this juncture only 
seven state standards remained In 
place. 
The Ohio Roosevelters cheer­ 
ed wildly and tried to join the proces­ 
sion, but the Ohio Tattles prevented. 
New Yorkers and Indianans grinned 
broadly, apparently believing a dark 
boree had been saddled for the race. 
The California, Texas and Maryland 
delegations chanted "We want Teddy." 
The Hadley shouters had the better 
of the deal. The Californians started 
a rival demonstration, the Roosevelt 
ere Instating that Hadley was their 
choice for the 
vicepresidency 
and 
that the demonstration was to that 
end. Bryan remarked: . 
“This looks Ilks nineteen six. Can't 
tell where a thing like this will end."

Of course it’s only a question of 
tim e w hen there will be a paved street 
connecting 
Fullerton-Anaheim-Santa 
Ana. And when there is such a street 
it will, within a few years, be aligned 
on both sides by beautiful homes—a 
house to every five or ten acres. 
Does that sound boomy or dreamy? 
W ell, it isn’t at all. 
To all intents 
and purposes the four principal towns 
of Orange county will some day be 
one city with four business centers. 
It is about fifty miles from Toronto 
to Hamilton, in the province of On­ 
tario. 
Aside from railways, 
a high­ 
way running along the shore of Lake 
O ntario connects the two 
growing 
cities. 
Expansion of the borders of 
th e one westwardly and of the other 
eastwardly is annually cutting down 
the interval between them. 
As some 
cities have grown and as other cities 
are growing in these times, fifty miles 
is not looked upon as an impossible 
span. 
Why then should the ten mile span 
between Fullerton ana 
Santa 
Ana, 
w ith 
two 
cities 
intervening, 
be 
“dream y?” It isn’t. 
Chicago proper stretches for thirty- 
five miles along the shore of 
Lake 
Michigan, for instance; if its 
lake- 
shore suburbs be included, for more 
than sixty miles. 
However, Toronto 
and Hamilton do not expect to grow 
together at a very early day and it 
may be several years oetore Fullerton 
aud Santa Ana grow' together. 
W hat 
th e Canadian cities are hoping for 
and. working .or at present is the con­ 
struction of what would practically be 
a great asphalt-paved street between 
them . 
This would cost about $500,- 
OOO. but the people of both communi­ 
ties think the investm ent would be 
well worth while.

In a recent article in the Atlantic

SCOPE OF WIRELESS SERVICE 
TO BE LARGELY INCREASED 
_ 
• • 
Trans-Pacific Service For American 
Land Telegraph Company Has 
Been Arranged For 


The movement to increase the scope 
of wireless service, which had already 
commenced before the Titanic disas­ 
ter, has received ^ new impetus and 
the dawn of the new era, which was 
predicted long before the loss of the 
Titanic, has been appreciably hasten­ 
ed, experts say. 
In England the government has en­ 
tered into a contract which will result 
in a system for connecting every part 
of the British empire. Arrangements 
are already in progress and in due 
course a system will be started, it 
was said in parliament, which will ex­ 
tend from England to Cyprus, from 
Cyprus to Aden, from Aden to Ceylon, 
from Ceylon to the 
Straits 
Settle­ 
ments, from the Straits 
Settlements 
to western Australia and from west­ 
ern Australia to New Zealand, form­ 
ing a series of six stations, the British 
dominions on the other side of th e, 
world. 
Official Marconi publications 
say that the agreement will be follow- j 
ed by others of a similar nature with 
other countries. 
An interesting part of the extension 
of the wireless is *,an 
arrangement 
with the Marconi Company which will 
afford a trans pacific wireless service 
for an American land telegraph com­ 
pany. 
This company has entered into a 
traffic arrangement with the Marconi 
company whereby It will receive and 
deliver Mareonigrams to and from Eu­ 
rope. The agreement provides for the 
extension of tile Marconi system from 
the Pacific coast of the United States 
to Hawaii. China. Japan and the Phil- 


ippines, thus giving wireless trans­ 
pacific service. 
This agreement virtually gives the 
American company a large share of 
the wireless business. The English 
Marconi Company is understood to be 
planning a long distance wireless ap­ 
paratus for direct communication be­ 
tween New York and London, and it 
is said that a station near New York 
would permit m essages to be sent to 
Cuba, Panama and South American 
countries. 
The Arlington station 
will 
have 
three steel towers arranged in the 
form of a triangle. The aerial wires 
are to be strung from the taller tow­ 
er to the other two on either side of 
it. The installation for transmitting 
wireless at this station will be dupli­ 
cated at the others. 
In picking out locations for these 
stations many points have had to be 
considered. In most cases some sort 
of wireless equipment is already 
in 
operation at these stations and the 
advisability of erecting 
the 
larger 
plants has depended to a great meas­ 
ure on the success of those already 
working. This la evidenced by the Ar­ 
lington station, which Is across the 
Potomac from Washington and near 
the military reservation of Fort Myer. 
From Arlington the north Atlantic 
ocean can he covered and the naval 
base at Guantanamo. Cuba, la within 
its radius, as is also San Francisco. 
This. it is pointed 
out. 
bringa 
the 
canal zone into direct communication 
with Washington. 
The Pacific coast 
will he dominated by the station at 
San Francisco.

WILL RUN A FARM 


City Park Commissioner Hopes 
to Gain Revenue For City 
of $40,000 Per Year 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla., June 19. 
—An income of $40,00 a year from a 
municipal farm la contemplated 
by 
William F. Vahlberg, city park super­ 
intendent, if plans he is making for 
agricultural enterprises 
are carried 
out. 
He proposes to place in cultivation 
400 acres along Grand boulevard, an 
automobile highway twenty-nine miles 
long that completely circles the city 
and which was completed recently at 
a cost of about $400,000. He expects 
returns to the city of about $100 an 
acre. 
The area to be cultivated is that 
owned by the city from the outer edge 
of the speedway proper to the border 
of the tract. Vahlberg expects to plant 
alfalfa principally, and some 
wheat, 
oats and probably other crops 
from 
which there is a good income. 
The planting

these crops will give continual

ployment to the small army of men 
employed by the park board and the 
profits to the board from the several

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Fluctuation of Toll Rates Prevented by 
Senate Plan—Several, Other Im­ 
portant Changes Made 


WASHINGTON, 
D. C., June 19.— 
After weeks of prolonged hearings, at 
which the representatives of the rail­ 
road Interests of the United States, 
the steamship owners and the com­ 
mercial interests of the country were 
given free rein in 
presenting their 
views on the question, the Interocean­ 
ic Canals Committee, of which Sena­ 
tor Brandegee of Connecticut is chair­ 
man, has reported the House bill for 
the control and government of the 
Panama Canal, with a number of im­ 
portant amendments. 
The amendments made by the Sen­ 
ate Committee change the scope of 
the House bill in a number of particu­ 
lars, especially with reference to the 
character of the government of the 
Canal acme. The House bill places 
the government of the "strip” in the 
hands of a Governor with the Presi­ 
dent empowered to appoint all offi­ 
cials. The Senate bill vests the gov­ 
ernment of the zone in a commission 


of three persons with right of appoint­ 
ment resting in the commission. 
The Senate Committee changed the 
house bill so as to prevent fluctuation 
in rates of toll. 
Once these rates 
have been prescribed by the President 
they cannot be changed until after six 
months* notice by presidential proc­ 
lamation. The bill also provides that 
no toll shall be levied on vessels of 
American registry 
in the foreign 
trade, if the owners of such vessels 
agree to their use by the government 
in time of war or other public emer­ 
gency on payment of a fair actual 
value. 
The Senate bill as reported also 
took a "fall” out of the section prohib­ 
iting railroad-owned steamships from 
operating through the canal, amend­ 
ing the House bill by providing that 
no ship owned, chartered, operated or 
controlled by a railroad or in which 
any railroad had any interest what­ 
ever through any bolding company,

or otherwise, should be permitted te ­ 
enier or pass through the Psnsms 
Canst lf engaged In the coastwise 
trade between United States ports. It 
permits ships of American registry, 
however owned or controlled, to oper­ 
ate through the canal in the trans­ 
oceanic trade to or from the Oriental 
or European countries between ports 
of the United States and intermediate 
foreign ports, which is a "sop" to the 
Pacific Mail steamship company, but 
the Committee safeguarded the move­ 
ment by inserting an additional re­ 
striction to protect coastwise traffic 
by requiring that a railroad-owned 
ship passing through the canal must 
have at least 50 per cent of its cargo 
destined to a trausocean port. 
Senator Charles fi. Townsend of 
Michigan, a member of the Interocean­ 
ic Canals Committee, whose name is 
attached to much wise legislation af­ 
fecting railroad rates and an author­ 
ity upon transportation questions, said 
Monday, speaking of tee bill to regu­ 
late the government of the “big 
ditch”: 
The Panama Canal was construct­ 
ed {or two purposes, first, as a rah*-- 
tary defense, and second, for the bene­ 
fits oi commerce. 
"Water has always neen considered 
as the most effective means for regu 
latlng rates of transportation that 
could be employed. 
It has afforded 
an effective < heck upon exhorbltant 
railroad rates. Water transportation 
through the canal, if kept froe and un 
restricted, will exert a restraining in­ 
fluence, not-only upon transcontinent­ 
al railroad rates, but upon railroad 
rates to the most interior parts of the 
country. 
"It stands to reason that the rail­ 
roads are not going to work against 
their own interests, and if they are 
permitted to own and operate boats 
through the canal, such operation and 
control will tend to reduce water com­ 
petition in order to benefit railroad 
transportation. 
"We are attempting to regulate rail­ 
road rates and the best way in my 
'judgment to prevent exhorbltant rates 
through monopoly is to prohibit rail­ 
road-owned boats passing through the 
canal. The Senate bill does this un­ 
der limitations. 
"It is known as a matter of history 
that railroads have used their steam­ 
ships, not only to prevent competi­ 
tion but to destroy competitors. 
“This new enterprise should be kept 
free from all probability of monopoly 
My judgment is that the House bill, so 
far as the canal Is concerned, is better 
calculated to preserve a free and open 
waterway than any bill reported by 
the Senate Committee."
